Do not apply more than two (2) broadcast treatments of this product per site per year with a minimum of
30 days between applications. A second broadcast application or a follow-up application as a spot
treatment is advised for more mature weeds, for dense infestations, and for adverse environmental
conditions.

The higher application rates within the specified range will be required for dense
infestations of perennial weeds, for adverse/extreme environmental conditions, or for weeds hardened off
or more mature.
